News, Mirror 
and Journal American aisle-men filed the raves, cheering the 
production by Chandler Cowles, in association with Michael 
Grace and Chris Anderson as near perfect. Show should earn 
the theatre a foothold in the artistic life of the city, commented 
Chapman, News. A real spellbinder, well presented worth an ex- 
tension, added Coleman, Mirror. A precise and professional per- 
formance of a musical play that is never dull, joined McClain, 
Journal American. Milder views voiced by Schonberg, Times, 
Peper, World Telegram & Sun, and Johnson, Post, mostly be- 
cause of the faults in the sound and light systems. Music critic 
of Times also found fault with slim size of first night audience. 
Sole con vote from Harrison, Herald Tribune, who feared that 
with sloppy production the score shrank and the entire opera 
spoke with a puny, bloodless voice.
